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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of election of species in the reply filed on 07/29/05 is 
acknowledged. This is persuasive and the election of species in the office action mailed 07/18/05 
is withdrawn. All claims are examined on the merits in the instant office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 includes 
lamp unit for motor vehicle including housing in which is mounted lighting module, reflector of 
which rear face is fixed in housing by pivot element that incorporates horizontal rod oriented 
axially, supported by housing, of which one end has spherical head housed in counterpart seating 
of a capsule that is integral with lighting module, so that pivot element forms a ball joint 
composed of spherical head and seating, enabling lighting module to pivot in relation to housing 
around ball joint, wherein included is retaining enclosure that is traversed by at least part of the 
rod, which is carried by wall of housing, and seating receives capsule supported vertically 
substantially aligned with ball joint, so that weight of lighting module bears on housing and 
thereby avoids having lighting module overhanging ball joint, and a sidewall of the enclosure has 
two flanges which are received in a slideway carried by the associated wall of the housing. 

The aforementioned combination of limitations is not disclosed or taught in the art of 
record. In particular, the prior art does not disclose proper motivation for combining the 
following features "and a sidewall of the enclosure has two flanges which are received in a 
slideway carried by the associated wall of the housing" 
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Claims 2-23 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the allowed 
independent base claim 1.
